The 
committee appointed to count the 
money in the treasury assumed charge 
at midnight and began the count, 
which will take six weeks to complete. 

THE trial of Judge Julius J. Dubose, 
of the Memphis (Tenn.) criminal court, 
that had been pending for several 
weeks before the state senate at Nash- 
ville, sitting as a court of impeach- 
ment, closed on the 2d, and the de- 
fendant stands convicted.

The comptroller says 
he will endeavor to make the bank di- 
rectors understand that they are liable 
under the law for the fulfillment of 
their duty to stockholders and de- 
positors.

THE 1,200 children who are to sing at 
the World's fair festival hall concerts 
during the next five months have been 
trained by Choral Director Tomlins for 
the past three years, and are said to 
have attained the highest standard of 
excellence. 

THE close of the foot race from Ber- 
lin to Vienna, on the 4th, was attended 
with evidences of much public interest, 
though all of the competitors complain 
of the loneliness and monotony of the 
journey.

THE WOMAN'S HEART 


Again Overcomes the Stateliness of the 
Princess—The Infanta and the Pretty 
Child That Looked Like {Her Own Dar- 
ling Little Boy at Home—Her Last Day 
in Gotham-— Off for Chicago by Special 


New York, June 5.—The Infanta 
Eulalia passed Sunday entirely in ac- 
cordance with her own desires, inde- 
pendent of any official engagement. 
She entered her carriage at 11 o'clock 
and, accompanied by the prince and 
marchioness, the duke of Tamama, 
Commander Davis and Mr. and Mrs. 
J.J. O'Donough, drove to St. Francis 
Xavier church, where a private low 
mass was said. 

After returning to the Hotel Savoy 
the princess breakfasted, and then at 
her request about twenty children, 
whom she hai noticed about the halls 
of the hotel, were presented to her. 

The princess received a committee 
from the Curcuolo Colon Cervantes. 
Dr. Juan Navarre, the president of the 
society, presented her with a memorial 
of the ballin the shape of an albuin 
bound with white kid and lined with 
white moire silk. Within were ,eight 
pages of velium, on the first of which 
were the coat of arms of the infanta. 
The princess received it in person. She 
expressed her pleasure in accepting 
such a pretty memento. 

The delightful air outside tempted 
the princess out of doors for a last look 
at New. York before her departure for 
Chieago. She chose an outing on the 
water, of which she is most fond, and, 
at 2:50 p. m., started for her carriage 
on the arm of Commander Davis, who 
was in full uniform. She was followed, 
by the prince, the duke and _ the 
marchioness. 

At the foot of the staircase in the 
Savoy the princess made one of her de- 
lightful breaks in the ceremonies of 
the occasion. She saw a _ bright-eyed 
little boy of about 4 years old in the 
lobby of the hotel, and dropping the 
arm of Commander Davis, rushed over 
to the child, clasped it in her arms and 
kissed it. saying as she did so: ‘Oh, 
my beautiful child. You're just like 
my own little boy.” Thenthe princess 
said to the members of the party: 
“Isn't he a pretty boy?” The father and 
mother of the child, Mr. and Mrs. Han- 
cock, stepped forward and Commander 
Davis presented them. .The princess 
shook hands with each of them and 
told them that the child reminded her 
of her own boy at home. Then she 
teok ihe arm of Commander Davis and 
walked through the line of footmen 
and policemen and erttered her car- 
riage. Lieut.-Com. Buckingham, of 
the Dolphin, in civilian clothes, rode 
with the marchioness. The party 
drove down Fifth avenue to Twenty- 
sixth street and to the East river, 
where the Dolphin was lying at an- 
chor. 

The princess, at her own request, was 
travelling incognitio, and the usual 
naval ceremonies were omitted. No 
salute was fired, and her standard was 
not raised on the Dolphin as usual. 
The handsome government yacht got 
under way at 3:30 and steamed down 
the river, around New York bay and 
up the Hudson to Yonkers, and down 
again, landing the royal party at West 
Forty-second street at 5 o'clock. The 
princess remained in the hotel last 
evening. With her party she will leave 
by special train on the Pennsylvania 
road at 10 o'clock to-night, and go 
through to Chicago without change. 


AN APPALLING SPECTACLE 


Presented at the Scene of the Late Fires 
in the Feunte Mines. 

EaG Le Pass, Tex., June 4.—The 
Feunte mines, the scene of the late 
fires, presented an appalling spectacle 
when the reporter arrived there this 
morning. A large number of women 
and children were gathered about the 
mouth of the still smoking drift 
momentarily expecting to sce the 
shriveled corpses of their loved ones 
brought out. Don Manuel Valdez, 
judge of the first district, from Piedras 
Niegras, arrived early upon the scene 
and immediately ordered the arrest of 
Geo. Spence, superintendent of the 
mine, who was at the time leading the 
men into the works to succor the en- 
tombed miners. With characteristic 
stupidity they arrested the very man 
who could do the most towards remedy- 
ing the affair. 

The fire was caused by the careless- 
ness of a boy who attended to one of 
the inside doors in allowing the door, 
which was covered, to ignite and leav 
ing the mine without alarming thé 
miners. As near as can be ascertained 
from going over the roll of working- 
men, there were thirty men in the mine 
at the time of the fire. Up tothe pres 
ent only two bodies have been recovered, 
Judge Valdez stopped the men from 
continuing the work this evening and 
the other corpses cannot, therefore, be 
recovered until to-morrow morning. It 
is known that none of those who were 
in the mine can be alive, so it’s only a 
question of recovering the bodies for 
identification and decent burial. 











Mysterious Suicide of a Wealthy South- 
erner. 

Curcaeo, June 4.—T. G. McLaury, a 
retired capitalist, who lived with his 
wife and three daughters at the Hotel 
Metropole, committed suicide Saturday 
noon by cutting his throat. Mr. McLaury 
was a resident of New Orleans, and was 
very wealthy, owning severai planta- 
tions in Louisiana.

BOLD BANK ROBBERY. 


Ten Thousand Dollars Secured by Despe- 
radoes from the People's Bank of Ben- 
tonville, Ark.—The Bank Officials Taken 
Prisoners and Made Carry the Swag—A 
Rrave Girl—A Running Fight with Cas- 
uaities, 

BENTONVILLE, Ark., June 6.—At 2:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon the Peo- 
ple’s bank of this place was robbed of 
$10,000 by a gang of five desperadoes. 
A desperate battle took place between 
a citizens’ posse and the robbers, but 
the latter finally made good their es- 





cape with their booty. The gang 
18 supposed to have come from 
the Indian territory. There were 


six in the party, but one did 
not participate in the robbery, being 
left to mind the four saddled horses 
and horse and buggy in which the rob- 
bers came to town. Arriving in the 
city they proceeded to an alley in the 
rear of the Sun office, about a half 
block from the bank. Here their 
horses were left in charge of one of the 
gang. 

Single file the other five, all of whom 
were heavily armed, marched back to 
the bank. Three of them entered, and 
with Winchester rifles covered the of- 
ficials of the bank. These were Presi- 
dent A. W. Dinsmore, Vice-President 
TI. R. Hall, Cashier J. G. MeAn- 
drew and = Assistant Cashier G. 
P. Jackson. This accomplished, the 
other two robbers, who carried sacks 
brought for the purpose, entered. 
Cashier McAndrew was forced to empty 
the contents of the safe into the sacks, 
gold and currency being put into one 
and the silver into the other. 

After securing all the money in 
sight the robbers compelled the bank 
officials to march in front of them to 
where their horses were being held in 
the alley. Assistant Cashier Jackson 
being made to carry a sack containing 
$1,000 in silver. 

On the way to the alley where their 
horses were in waiting the robbers 
passed the Sun office. Miss Maggie 
Wood, of the staff of that paper, tak- 
ing in the situation at a glance, 
showed great presence of mind 
by Opening the office door and ad- 
mitting Assistant Cashier Jackson. 
Before the robbers could prevent his 
escape she had the door locked. Thus 
foiled, one of the robbers, thinking to 
intercept Jackson, ran around to the 
rear of the building, but found the doors 
tightly closed. He then fired his gun 
and made for his horse, which was at 
hand. During their march from the 
bank the robbers kept up an incessant 
firing in order to intimidate the citi- 
zens. They finally mounted their 
horses, the sacks being placed in the 
buggy. and started to place the town 
behind them. 

The shooting had aroused the citi- 
zens, who soon rallied to the support 
of Sheriff Galbraith. Then a pitched 
battle ensued, during which several 
persons were wounded, both sides suf- 
fering. Assistant Cashier Jackson was 
shot in the head, back of the right 
ear, and also in the left arm. 
The wounds are not serious, that on 
the head being merely an abrasion of 
the skin. Taylor Stone, a farmer, pro- 
cured a shotgun and emptied it at the 
retreating robbers. In turn he was 
shot in the left groin. Tom Balser, 
a farmer, was also shot, but had 
the satisfaction of wounding one of 
the robbers. Another was wounded 
by Tot Woolsey, a drayman. After a 
running fight lasting fully five min- 
utes the robbers got out of range and 
escaped. A posse was organized to 
pursue them, but their capture is im- 
probable. 

The robbers are, no doubt, members 
of the notorious Starr band of despera: 
does. Their rendezvous is in the Deep 
Fork country. Telegrams have been 
sent tothe United States deputy mar- 
shals at Fort Smith, Ark., and Musko- 
gee, I. T., to keep a good look out for 
the gang. 


A DEAD MAN’S REMAINS. 


A Bone of Contention Between His DI- 
vorced and Second Wife. 

Sioux Crry, Ia., June 6.—A_ sensa- 
tional scene occurred at the railroad 
station yesterday morning when the 
body of W. H. Livingston, one of the 
oldest and wealthiest merchants of 
Sioux City. arrived from Chicago in 
charge of his second wife. An injunc- 
tion was served at the instance of his 
first wife, from whom he was divorced 
a year ago, forbidding the second wife 
from any interference with the re 
mains. The second wife made a ve- 
hement protest, but the sheriff deliv: 
ered the remains at the residence ot 
the first wife. Further legal conten- 
tion is in prospect... The divorce of 
Livingston and his marriage to Miss 
Rose Grady, a clerk in his dry-goods 
establishment, last year, caused a great 
social sensation here. 


CHOLERA IN ASIATIC TURKEY. 


Fugitives from Stricken Villages Spread- 

ing the Contagion—Dying by Thousands. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 6.—Reports 
from several cities of Asiatic Turkey 
say that the cholera has appeared in 
many districts and is spreading rapid- 
ly. Along the lower Tigris and the 
Shat-El-Arab people are dying by 
thousands. Whole villages have been 
deserted by those fleeing from the pest. 
The panic has become so great that 
few families wait to bury their dead or 
even to nurse the sick, but flee to the 
next towns to escape the infection. 
The fugitives from stricken towns are 
spreading the epidemic with appalling 
rapidity. Letters from Bassora city 
say that 50,000 persons baye fieq fron 
Bassora province alone.

The man, itis now established, is a 
bold impostor, and is in no way related to the 
Gristocratic Beresfords, of England; nor, in- 
deed, is that his name at all. Three years 
ago Mrs. Lillienthal,a wealthy lady of New 
York, with her daughter, was returning 
home from England. The alleged Lord 
Beresford was a passenger. One day he claimed 
to have dropped his money wallet into the sea, 
whereupon Mrs. Lillienthal loaned him 2?,4990. 
At the same time he made love to the daugh- 
ter, but this was objected to by the mother. 
He then turned up in Georgia asa syndicate 
operator, and caught Col. Hamilton for %1,0%, 
as well as others. Before he was arrested he 
had succeeded in marrying the rich Miss Lil- 
lienthal, and when he came hacka prisoner she 
came with him. With this lineage he gained 
sympathy enough to keep him out of jail after 
his conviction. during which time he went into 
business and again victimized the people heav- 
fly. He then fled, abandoning his wife, next 
turning up in New York, attempting to black- 
mail his mother-in-law. Returned to Georgia, 
he fought his case up to the United States 
supreme court. Now, having reached the end 
of his rope, he has gone to serve his sentence. 


An Aged Admirer of Jackson. 

William Hurst, for fifty eight years 
a resident of Louisville, Ky., died the 
other night. 

Tho deceased was 04 years 6 months and 2 days 
old. He leaves three children, fifteen grand- 
children and twenty-four great-grandchildren 
and eleven” great-creat-grandchildren. Mr 
Hurst had probably teen a mason longer than 
anyone in the state, he: having joined the order 
in 1819, the same year in which he became a 
member of the Methodist church. He remem- 
bered Gen. George Rogers Clarke distinctly, 
and the battles of New Orleans and Tippecanoe 
were thoroughly impressed upon his mind. An- 
drew Jackson was the man whom he especially 
admired, and he always kepta portrait of the 
old hero, which he himself had framed with 
hickory poles during the Jackson-Clay cam- 
paign, hanging in his bed room. 

Commuted His Sentence. 

Gov. Northen of Georgia has com- 
muted the death sentence of Dr. Von 
Polniz to imprisonment for life. 

He isa German baron, who had previous!y 
been the husband of two well-connected South 
Carolina ladies. both of whom are dend 
Going to Bainbridge, Ga. he met Mis; 
Pullen, a school-teacher, and the daugh- 
ter of a Baptist preacher whom he mar. 
ried. He whipped her one day, when she 
returned to her father. dying shortly after: 
and a coroner's inquest held her husband re- 
sponsible for her death, and he was tried. The 
testimony developed the fact that in a fit of 
anger and drunkenness he knocked his wife 
down and stamped her. He was sentence’ to 
death. The case was taken to the supreme 
court where a new trial was refused. Von 
Polniz was then resentenced. 

Jefferson Davis’ Children. 

The remains of Joseph, William 
Henry and Samuel Emory Davis, sons 
of the late Jefferson Davis, and his 
grandson, Jefferson Davis Hayes, were 
reinterred in the Davis section at Hol- 
lywood cemetery, at Richmond, Va. 
Mrs. Davis and her immediate family, 
together with Mayor Ellyson, president 
of the Jefferson Davis Monument asso- 
ciation, alone witnessed the consign- 
ment of the bodies to the graves. 
There was no funeral ceremony what- 
ever.

It is understood that if the wishes of 
Mrs. Davis are respected in regard to 
the location of the monument which 
will perpetuate the memory of the con- 
federate president it will not be placed 
in Monroe park, Richmond, Va., as pro- 
posed. Mrs. Davis, it is said, favors the 
grounds of the soldiers’ home, at Rich- 
mond, as the most appropriate site. In- 
deed, vast numbers of ex-confederates 
think that the soldiers’ home grounds 
is the most suitable place that could be 
selected outside of Hollywood cemetery. 

A Catholic School Closed. 

Rethlehem academy.a Catholic school 
for young ladies at Holly Springs, 
Miss., closed its doors permanently the 
other day. 

The magnificent property will bre offered for 
sale. The institution was founded shortly 
after the close of the war. The sisters will re- 
turn to the parent institution at Bardstown, 
Ky. Insufficient patronageand the need of the 
sisters’ services in other fields is the reason 
assigned for closing. 

A Hydrophobia Victim. 

Marion Hitecheock, aged 30, of John- 
son county, Ky., died from hydropho- 
bia. 

About two months ago a dog owned by his 
brother was a victim of hydrophobis and was 
killed. The unfortunate man carted the carcass 
to the woods, where it was buried. It is sup- 
posed that while placing a chain around the 
neck of the dead animal he was inoculated 
with the dreaded disease. 

Blew Off His Head. 

William Wilson, a farmer, committed 
suicide on a farm several miles west of 
Lebanon, Ky., while out hunting. Wil- 
son was seen to place the muzzle of the 
gun under his chin and pull the trig- 
ger, blowing his head off.

During a thunder and rain-storm at 
Memphis, Tenn., an electric-car motor- 
man named Carey was struck by light- 
ning and instantly killed. He was lying 
on a bed when struck, anc was thrown 
through a window.

The Nsember of Killed Not Yet Deff- 
nitely Discovered. 





Wasaineton, June 9, 10 a. m.—Ford’s 
old opera house, on tenth street, in 
which President Lincoln was assassinated, 
has just fallen in. — 

10:15 a. m.—The first floor collapsed 
through weakness, caused by excavating 
a cellar. and its fall carried down the 
other three floors and with them hun- 
dreds of clerks, 

‘The scenes were terrible. Some jump- 
ed from the third floor. The walls are 
stil) standing, but eyery floor is down 
and every window blown out. ‘The 
building had been condemned as unsafe 
and unsitable for the purpose for which 
it was occupied for some time, but senti~ 
ment has kept it unchanged. The floors 
were heavily loaded with the records of 
the Records ,and Pension Division of the 
War Department. The clerks employed 
there were all men 


DEAD AND INJURED, 


There were over 400 clerks in the build- 
ing. Scarcely one hasescaped more or 
less injury. The injuries, from the very 
nature of the accident, are of the severest 
character, crushed and broken limbs ;and 
internal injuries prevailing. The excite~ 
ment of the relatives and friends is natur- 
ally intense, thousands surrounding the 
scene, and the excitement bas spread ail 
over the city. There are believed to be 
fully sixty clerks stillin the ruins. The 
most heroic efforts are being made by the 
tiremen and police to reach them.

THE EFFECT ON BUSINESS. 


, Influence of Democratic Successes on the 
Money Market. 

We have had three democratic vic- 
tories in ten years. The lowest prices 
known in those ten years have followed 
these three democratic victories. Pres- 
‘dent Cleveland was elected in Novem- 
ber, 1884, and on May 7, 1885, two 
months after his inauguration, stocks 
dropped to the lowest point since 1878. 
An overwhelming democratic victory in 
1890 promised 2 change of governmental 
policy, and within a few days, on No- 
vember 15, stocks dropped to the low- 
est point since 1885. President Cleve- 
land was elected last year, and again, 
twe months after his inauguration, on 
May 13, stocks dropped to the lowest 
point since 1885. These are mere coin- 
cidences, it is said. But how long must 
such coincidences recur before people 
begin to find a law under them? 

Other circumstances, of course, con- 
tributed to the depression in each of 
these cases, as in every other case of 
extreme low prices. In 1885 the coun- 
try had not recovered from the stock 
panic of the previous year. In 1890 the 
Baring failure hastened English un- 
loading of American stocks. This year 
Australian banks were failing. But 
when there has been confidence in the 
maintenance of a wise policy in this 
country here has not been 
greatly affected by disasters abroad. 
Then foreign investors were glad to 
send their money to this country to 
have it out of harm's way. Then Amer- 
ican investors were rejoiced to take | 
what securities foreigners were obliged 
to drop. Trouble comes often abroad, 
but in this country, with its great re- 
sources and comparatively independent 
position, it comes when a threatened 
change in domestic policy causes dis- 
trust.

TWO STRONG PLANKS.

When the American flag covers American in- 
terests and American honor it must never be 
lowered. 

“Whereas, The democratic party for the 
first time in thirty-two years has succeeded to 
power, in both executive and legislative 
departments of the government, we now direct 
attention to the fact that it should either give 
the people a fair trial of the policies advocated 
in its national platform or admit that it 
gained supremacy by gross misrepresentation 
and hypocrisy.”

If the set-back which | 
must inevitably result from the assur- 
ance of such a change has not yet ar- 
rived, if it is yet to be added to the oth- 
er difliculties which have brought busi- 
ness into its present condition, the out- 
look is certainly a most unpromising 
one. But it is more reasonable to be- 
lieve that Wall street and the whole 
country are now engaged in discounting, | 
as well as they can, the results of the 
change. 

The stock exchange, at all events, is | 
not particularly anxious to have an en- 
tirely fresh cause of depression turned 
loose upon it, and prefers to take the 
dose it has already as the unavoidable 
consequence of change. Nor will it be 
forgotten that this change was to bless 
us all in the end, which is a comforting 
thought.
